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AT LAKE 
SUCCESS 


PORTERVILLE, Sept. 6 — Agri 
cultural water turned into recrea- 
ticn water over the Labor Day 
weekend, as an estimated 13,740 
people journied to the lake at 
some time from August 31 through 
September 3. 

A high figure? 

Well, the U.S. Corp of engineers 
had traffic counters at two points, 
one at entrance to the county park 
area side of the lake, the other on 
the spillway road that leads into 
the west and north area of the 
lake. 

A total of 4,872 cars went into 
the park area during the four 
days; a total of 3,242 cars went 
up. through the spillway. The 
engineers figure 1.7 persons per 
car to estimate total numbers of 
persons, 

Many families camped, or held 
picnie outings in the public park 
area; they also scattered along 
the entire shoreline of the lake. 

Boating, water skiing, fishing 
and swimming were enjoyed by 
local persons, as well as travelers 
from other communities and other 
States. 

For the Labor Day Holiday, 
there was about 9,500 acre feet 
of water in the lake — which 
seemed to provide plenty of room 
for boats, swimmers and _ fisher- 
men,

Weaver states that the Marina 
will remain open as long as there 
is a demand for the services of- 
fered, which may be year-around. 
At least there is the prospect of 
continued recreation on the lake 
during the fall months.

NEVER UNDERESTIMATE A FARMER 


Really, the job of building a drier for prunes couldn't be 
done in time for this season's crop — at least that was the 
word when talk of a cooperative drier got serious shortly after 
the first of the year. 


But the job that couldn't be done has been done, and the 
Tule River Cooperative Driers’ Inc. plant at Woodville is in op- 
eration, proving that you never underestimate a group of farm- 
ers. 


Construction of this new, modern plant, should have taken 
from six to eight months, but it was done in three months; and 
before construction started, there were certain other things to 
do, like getting sufficient volume of prunes signed up to justify 
the project, then arrange the details of financing. 


Then there were a few of the inevitable "bugs" in the new 
plant when the button was first punched, but everything ended 
in a sort of tie — the plant was ready, prunes were ripe, and 
the show was on the road. 


Actually there is more to the Tule River Cooperative Driers’ 
Inc. plant, than just a farmers’ enterprise. The same men who 
work in the Tule River Cooperative Gin at Woodville are being 
hired in the drier, which means more work and more pay for 
about 20 persons. 


The quarter million dollar plant will up the assessed valua- 
tion of the Woodville Public Utility district to a point where it 
may be possible to make extensive improvements in the com- 
munity water system — and eventually, perhaps a sewer system 
can be built. 


During drier construction, all possible business went to 
"local" firms, local extending out into Porterville and Tulare; 
local truckers are handling hauling. 


So the new Tule River Cooperative Driers‘ Inc. plant — an 


example of highly desirable agri-industry — has had and will 
continue to have fecatable economic effects throughout the en- 
tire area, not just in Woodville. 


Which leads us to remark once again that when develop- 
ments occur involving capital investment, payrolls, and purchase 
of goods and services, the entire area benefits. 

Or to put it another way — Main street has become a lot 
wider than it used to be, and the business of farming involves a 
lot more business than it used to.

This year’s second long novel 
about the book publishing busi- 
ness should let the public in on 
any small aspect of that business 
that happened to have been omit- 
ted from ‘Youngblood Hawks’. 
Jerome Weidman’s hero in THE 
SOUND OF BOW BELLS is a 
writer of magazine fiction, who 
lives through an agonized day in 
which some of the more melo- 
dramatic parts of his past rise up 
to remind him of his inadequacies. 
His greatest problems are of his 
integrity as a writer, the anti- 
Semitism that dogs him, and a 
personal tragedy connected with 
his wife. The poor hero spends 
an incredibly, harrassed day sort- 
ing everything out. This is by 
no means the best Weidman, 
though it reads fast and some of 
the dialog is very funny. 

LET’S GO FOR BROKE, Mary 
Lasswell’s newest book about the 
three redoubtable ladies of ‘‘Suds 
In Your Eye’, is a hilarious ad- 
venture with some ingenious plot- 
ting. The ladies, yearning for 
fresh air and flowers, find them 
on a big old estate isolated by the 
San Diego freeweys. Miss Tink- 
ham, Mrs. Feeley, and Mrs. Ras- 
mussen are just as warm-hearted 
and quick-witted as ever. 

A southern historical romance, 
in the lush violent and heavily 
plotted style familiar to the auth- 
or’s wide audience, is Frank Yer- 
by’s GRIFFIN’S WAY.

Jane Barry, in A TIME IN THE

doors — Eight hunters, 80 doves, 
and 1,000 empty shells ... That’s 
12.5 shells per bird, at about 12 
cents per shell, $1.50 per dove, 
$6.00 per pound for meat in the 
pot . .. Economical, isn’t it, this 
livin’ off the land . .. But there 
are .still sportsmen hereabouts 
who average only slightly over 
one shell per dove, taking the 
birds as they come ... But 12 
plus or one plus per bird, there 
was, as usual, a great filling of 
the air with shot over the season’s 
opening weekend, and a great 
clanging of cash registers as well 
here and there about the com- 
munity. 


MAYBE FARMERS are getting 
tired of federal bureaus. At least 
in last week’s national wheat pro- 
gram referendum, the margin of 
“victory” for continuation of the 
federal subsidy and control pro- 
gram was the smallest since 1941. 
A two-thirds majority is required 
to keep the program going; the 
national vote was 68.4 per cent; 
returns in 16 states fell below 
the two-thirds margin, including 
the state of Kansas, which is the 
nation’s No. 1 wheat producer... 
In Tulare county the vote was 15 
for continuation of the program, 
nine against. Consulting the IBM

With the little devils about 
to be returned to school, you 
should soon be able to get 
some work done.

These 
and our fresh vegetable seeds 
should appeal to your pioneer 
instinct. Thev certainly do best 
in the cool months ahead when 
you don’t have to share so 
many with the aphis. Come as 
vou are to '‘E’’ Street North of 
the traffic jam - Porterville.
